6IYBI ADIIIBRBY SECBSTARYIAFT 



Cardinal Satolli's visit to the United 
States is being widely discussed in the 
Eastern press. A Cstholic writer in the 
New York Sun goes Into some specnla- 
tion and writea as follows: 

Since the renewal of the great tide of 
immigration from Catholic countriea Ca- 
henalylam haa been reanrrected aad the 



territorial tiidwpa here la belag agitol 
at Rome. This movement waa i>tarted in 
1891 by Herr Cahensly. The Kaiser's 
keen interest in his people wherever they 
may be ia well known. It is his desire 
that they and their children shall remain 
Germans, ao matter in what clime they 
aettle, peeking the language and keep- 
ing ap to the traditiona and cnatoms of 
the Fatherland. It waa Herr Cahenaly's 
idea that there ahoald he a Biabop for 
eadi nationality. Hie petltloa to the 
Holy See called attention to certain dere- 
lictiona aa to Catholic Immigranta on the 
part of the American hierarchy, and par- 
ticularly pointed out the necessity for 
national Bishops and priests in the I.'nited 
Statea. The presentation of this memo- 
rial caused an oulburat of indignation 
here at what waa considered a daaire of 
foreigners to parpetaate aatlanal diatine- 
tioae and tranififf neUoael aategoniaaM, 
prejadleae aad eastaam to'HM new world, 
to the diaadvnataae of the SoBMa Oatho* 
lie church. 

The American Bishops took It at a re- 
flection upon themselves, and Cardinal 
Gibbous, Hs their spokesmsn, indignsntly 
denounced the memorial as an unwise 
interference with the national order of 
things and an cntirelv uncalled for ema- 
nation of a diqoe whoae ntterancea only 
gave enemiea another opportimity of 
pointing out the Catholic church moat 
naiaatly aa a foreign growth In the repnb- 
He. The Holy See finally rejected the 
petition. The revival of the Cahenaly 
agitation ia said to be of Polish origin. 
The Poles are very numerous in this 
country and some of their priests most 
ardently desire a Bishop of their own 
nationality. They are devout Catholics, 
as a rule, but many squabbles have arisen 
bere between pastors and congregations. 
These, it ia said, can never be aatiafactor- 
ily .aettled except by a Poliab Biahop. 
Repreaentatioaa have been made to Rome 
recently ea this qaaatioo byaa AaMricaa 
attorney aetlag for a PoUah priest sta- 
tioned at Bnftalo. It is just poaaible that 
Cardinal Satolli auy examiae the aubject 
at cloae range before returning to Europe. 

Whatever may be the nature of Cardi- 
nal Satolli's mission, and however miich 
be may deny it, he is universally re- 
garded aa the personal repreaentative of 
the Holy See, and the reault of his visit— 
iu effect at Rome upon the church here 
— wiU be awaited with deep Intereat. 
Whatever may be the true object of Car- 
dinal SatoUI'a visit, optimlsHs profess to 
believe thet it will be of benefit to him 
and to the church in America. They 
feel that he can not hdp bdng impreased 
with the magnificent condition of the 
church here, and thnt any prejudices he 
may have imbibed since his last stay in 
this country will be overcome by a per- 
sonal la^ectlon ef the tone eeadltfam of 
affairs. 

Cardinal Satolli is declared to be still a 
power of the first magnitude of Rome, 
popular bdief in America to the contrary 
notwithstandiog. The impression has 
goae forth that bis star dcdlnad with the 
daath ef l^eo. As a matter of fact, he 
worked vigorously for the de ct kw of 
Cardinal Sarto, who owaa Ue devetlon to 
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the Papacy in a great measure to Satolli's 
tireless effoite in hia bdialf at the Con- 
clave. 

Cardinal Satolli was given a dinner by 
Secretary of War Taft at the Arlington 
Hotel in Washington Monday night. 
Those present included representstive 
Government officials and well known 
dignitaries of the CathoUc church. In 
addittoatothe Secietary and the Cardi 
nal there were p ree en t ArchUsiiop Far- 
ley, Gen. Chaffee, >fr. McCall, Mr. 
Glover, Mr. Conant, Admiral Taylor, 
Monsignor O'Keefe, Archbishop Ireland, 
Secretary Mo<Mij , Admiral Dewey, Mon- 
signor O'Connell, Gen. Sanger, Father 
Stafford, Dr. Kgan, Major Ballinger, 
Major Porter, Chief Justice Arellano, of 
the Philippines, and Justice Brown, of 
the United SUtea Supreme Court. 

In reaponding to an addreaa by Secre- 
tary Taft, Caidind SatolU aaid: 

It b a pleaaare fbr'mc to teeall the fact 
that when the flag of the United SUtea 
was displayed from the Hotel Quirinal, 
in one of the principal street.s of Rome, 
it was regarded with universal respect 
ttud friendliness, and as its folds were 
unfurled in the breeze it seemed to re- 
mind the Romana ef the ancient deeds 
and gloriea of the republic of Romulus. 
Agaia, may it Im pleaaing to hia excel- 
lency, Mr. Taft, to accept the tribute of 
a grateful heart for all the great good he 
has done In the government of the Phll- 
ippinea. Theiatereate of Catholidty in 
those islands under the wings of the 
American eagle, already feel the warmth 
of a new life and give promise of the 
most happy future, both political and 
dvll. Intellectual and Christian. Long 
bve Secretary Taft, and may he continue 
to render meet distinguished services for 
the prosperity of this great nation. 

TIMELY WARNING. 

Rev. Father Henry A. Connolly, pas- 
tor of St. Bri|ld'a chntch, thla dty, 
preached an able warniag aermon to Ida 
dock laat Sunday morning. Father Con- 
nolly cautioned his people apainst pro- 
miscuous river excursions snd picnics, 
which abound in physical as well as 
moral dangers.

CATHOLIC EDUCATION. 

The commencement season is now 
about concluded in the various edu- 
cational institutions in Kentucky. 
The graduates have made their fare- 
wells and the pupils who will grad- 
uate in future years have returned to 
their homes for vacation. Kentucky, 
the first of the Sutes admitted to 
the Union, may not be as far ad- 
vanced in material progress as some 
of h«- sister States, but she takes 
'"^bigh rank in the educational line. 
This la particularly true of the 
Catholic dimch in Kentucky. Its 
educational institutions rank ambng 
the best in the whcde country. 
Ninety-two years ago the Friends 
of Mary at the Foot of the Cross, 
now popularly known as the I«oretto 
Society of Sisters, was founded, and 
in the same year (i8xa) the Sisters 
of Charity of Nazareth were estab- 
lished by John Baptist David, Co- 
adjutor Bishop of Bardstown. These 
tworeligioasoommttnities now num 
ber between seven and eight hun- 
dred religious each, and have branch 
academies in many States of the 
Union. 

The Sisters of Charity of Naza 
reth have a delightful mother house 
not br from I«odaville, in Ndaon 
county. Their anntuil commence- 
ments always attract large atten- 
tion, though some of the branch 
academies in other parte of the 
country have a larger patronage. 
The Sisters of Nazareth have rea- 
son to feel proud of their work in 
Kentucky, and the samo may be 
said of the Sisters of Loretto. 

In all that goes to make up the 
finished education of a young 
woman the oppo rtun ities afforded 
by the Sisters of Nazareth and of 
Loretto can not be excelled any- 
where in the Union. Cathdics can 
point with pride to their venerable 
educational institutions, which have 
accomplished so much for Ken- 
tucky and for the Catholics of the 
whbla country. 

In the matter of education for 
boys the Kentucky Catholic insti- 
tutions are not behind other States. 
We have in LotiisviUe the Xaverlan 
Brothers, established in 1854, and 
at Oethaemani the college con- 
ducted by the Trappista, where boys 
can secure a good education. Last, 
but not least, we have in Louisville 
excellent parochial schools in nearly 
all of the thirty-two congregations 
where boys and girls can obtain a 
good education at .small cost. 

Kentucky Catholics can poiat 
with pride to her Catholic coHq^ea, 
both male and female. Some of 



them date back to the very founda- 
tion of the Commonwealth. The 
great missionary priests who came 
here whaa the Dark and Bloody 
Ground was a wilderness early took 
steps to provide educational facili- 
ties for the young, and the founda- 
tion \M bf them has been pio- 
ductive of good. There is reason 
to believe that the future is even 
brighter than the paat for all the 
Catholic edncatiooal iostitntions in 
Kentucky. When the academies 
and colleges open again in Septem- 
ber may they have larger patronage 
than ever is the wish of the Ken- 
tucky Irish American. The devo- 
tion shown by the Sisters and the 
othera having diarge of the sdiooht 
is tp be commended. 



CHANQINQ THB TAX LAWS. 

The dty officials are now consid- 
ering the important matter of chang- 
ing the tax laws so as to collect a 
license tax from merchants and 
manufadnrera instead of an ad 
valorem tax, as at present. The 
change in the tax law was ssked for 
by the manufacturers and mer- 
chants "in order to eneoBrage in- 
dustry, etc." Of course the mer- 
chants and manufacturers were not 
altogether prompted by unselfish 
motives in asking this diange in the 
law, but we will concede they were 
honest in believing that the new 
system might help along manufad- 
ureMT The ad valocmn syitam is 
the fairest method of taxation, it 
the assessments are equitably made, 
and they are so msde in Louisville 
by Assessor Murphy. Under a 
license system in former years mer- 
chants and manufacturers paid little 
or no taxea in propo r tion to the 
amount of property they owned 
and the amount of business done by 
them. If the city of Louisville is 
to return to thia pdicy, the sooner 
the General Council kills the pro 
posed ordinance changing from ad 
valorem to license the better it will 
be. The proposed ordinanoe ought 
to be published before it is sent to 
the General Council and discussed 
by the public. If it is equitable it 
should be passed, but not other- 
wise. There is no reason why the 
poor man who owns a little cottage 
and nothing more should be made 
to pay ad valorem taxes, or in 
other words, full value, and allow 
the merchant and manufacturer, 
with milliona, to escspe with a 
small lifffntf tax. 

It is a dangerous thing for the 
city to change its taxing laws any 
way, and it will take yeara to get 
the courts to interpret them. The 
city of Louiaville should go stow in 
thia matter. Main street does not 
own the whole town. 



CARDINAL SATOLU'S VI5IT. 



The Washington correspondents, 
for want of somdhing dsa to write 

abont, have sent out dispatches 
that the real reason Cardinal Sa- 
tolU is now vialting the United 
StaM* 1> to confer with Praddent 
Roosevelt and Secretary of War 
Taft about establishing a nuncif * 
ture in Waahington City. 

Pew Catholics believe these stor- 
ies about the Vatican being desir- 
ous of establishing official relations 
at WadiiagtOB with as cavoy from 
Rome the same as in Catholic coun- 
tries. The separation of church 
and State in this country is too 
firmly estabUdiad to wamnt the 
belief that the Pope would make 
such a request, and it is doubtful if 
an official reprtsentative from Rome 
would have as much influence aa 
the eminent Catholic clergymen 
and laymen who from time to time 
now call the attention of the Presi- 
dent to the righta of the diurcfa 
and of Catholics. Now more thsn 
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ever, since the taking over of the 
PhillippifMS with Ml 6,000,000 or i 
more Catholics, the authorities in 
Washington have good reason to 
consult the diurch dignitaries, but 
it docs not follow that there should 
be a nunciature in Washington. 
That Cardinal Satolli will have im- 
portant badness wUti the Prcsldeni 
and Secrdary of War there is hard- 
ly a doubt, but he will hardly ask 
that official diplomatic relations be 
permanently cstahllriMd between 
Rome and the United States. The 
Pope and the Cardinal know the 
traditional policy of the United 
States on this tubjed probably as 
well as the Washington correspond- 
ents. It is doubtful if a nunciature 
would be of benefit to the church 
in the United States. 

The New York dttU, however, 
has a two column article in its Sun- 
day edition on the visit of the Car- 
dinal, in the course of which it 
says: 

"Rome has no hope of indudng 
the American Government to recog- 
nise the temporal power of the 

Pope. The Papal authorities feel, 
however, that a country which con- 
tains 12,000,000 Catholics should 
not be without an official repre- 
sentative of some kind at the 
Vatican. Questions are constantly 
arising, particularly duce the ac- 
quidtion by the United States of 
Porto Rico and the Phillippines. 
that call for the services of experi- 
enced diplomatists on both sides. 
The hierarchy here and the Pope 
himself would be gratified, it is be- 
lieved, if this Government would 
sand an accredited representative to 
the Vatican and at the same time 
sanction the establishment of a 
nunciature at Washington." 

After the Cardind's ddt to the 
President doubtless some announce- 
ment will be made of the real pur- 
pose of his call upon the Washing- 
ton authorities. 
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CATHOLIC PBDBRATION. 



There seems to be no doubt now 
that the American Federation of 

Catholic Societies will be formed on 
the lines origindiy mapped out by 
Bishop McFaul and Biabop Mess- 
mer. of Milwattkee. At fird the 
plan met with some opposition, as 
all innovations do, but now the wis- 
dom of the movement ha^ become 
so apparent that nearly dl opposi- 
tion has been withdrawn. 

Under the proposed regulations 
the societies will be aa independent 
for local action as they are now, 
while there will be united action on 
national and general topics. Pope 
Pius has a p proved a federation on 
similar lines in Italy.

WATER COMPANY 



Muat l^ay City Taxea Like 
All Other Public In- 
stitutlona. 



The highest court in the State has de- 
dded that the Louisville Water Company 
niu.st pay city taxes because it is not 
directly managed by the city and is a 
aeparate corporation, though all of the 
stock ia owne<l by the dty. The Water 
Company has been furaiabiag water to 
all of the city inatitutioaa free of charge, 
and its officers claim that the water bills 
will mote thaa oCaet the aaioaat of tazea 
which the dty caa hope to eoQoet from it. 
The deddon of the court ia thia matter 
may lead to changes in the management 
of the Water Company, which has been 
freely criticised for years, whether justly 
or unjustly. The tax bills against the 
Water Company were placed on tbe books 
by City Assessor Murphy, and it waa held 
at tbe time that be was without authority 
to place the bills against tbe company, 
but he did hia duty fearlaMly. City At- 
toraey Stoaa vigornady paeac a ted the 
case ia the Coait of Appeals aad woa the 
suit for the dty. It ia add tbe effect of 
the dedaixm will be far reaching.

Jobn McCann was born in Lonlsville, 
and when a young man worked at tbe 
molders' trade. On June 8, 1871, ha was 
induced by bia aaaodatea to maka tbe 
race for Cooatabla and waa trlamphaatly 
elected. Aftar aerring one term in tbia 
position be waa elected Magiatimte and 
for twenty-six yeara held tbia bonored 
position. While serving ss Magistrate 
he was elected Stale Senator and served 
for six years. In all of these positions 
Judge McCann acquitted himself with 
credit to bimaelf and bis constituents. In 
the Senate ba was incorruptible and aided 
in paaaing many wboleaome atatutea now 
in force. As a Magistrate bia dedaions 
alwaya atood the test of tbe higher conru. 
When called upon to make tbe race for 
Judge of tbe Police Court Judge McCann 
made tbe contest sgainst great odds and 
was elected by a large majority. He has 
611eil the position with great credit. 

Juoge McCauu is one of the people. 
On tbe bench be is dignified «nd often 
severe, but be knows the class of people 
brought before bim, and bis judgments 
are always tempered with mercy. Tbe 
Judge ia happily married, and whan off 
the bench bia grcataat delight ia to be at 
home stirroandcd by bia family.

OrlRinal Waa an 
Iriahman. 



Was Robinson Crusoe an Irishman? A 
Paris correspondent of a Pittsburg paper 
says there is a place not far from the 
French capital where respect is paid to 
the memory of Robinson Crusoe. When 
Daniel Defoe wrote tbe delightful book 
which haa faadnated generations of the 
worid'a popBla t ioo it ia «strcnely doubt* 
ful that hie am iataadad to make a 
Frenchman of Ma taftadaiy hato. It will 
probably coma aa nawa to Ma admlrars to 
learn that Robinaon Cmaoe, after taia rea- 
cne from the desert isle, returned to a Til- 
lage called .Sceaui, about seven miles 
from Paris, and became an innkeeper. 

Ix>cal tradition has it that Robinson 
Crnsoe brought with bim and planted, or 
rather replanted, in his garden, the orig- 
inal tree in which he alept on tba night 
of hia ahipwrack on the ialaad. Indeed 
tba iakafaitaotaadll point oat wllh scjde 
tbe tree and the hooaa in wU£h Croioa 
lived. There ia, howem, aoma confu- 
sion as to tbe exact spot, owing to three 
innkeepers in the village claiming to pos- 
sess the original trees. There are also 
spurious trees called "Robinson Crusoe 
trees," which have been set up by other 
inkeepera in the place with a view of 
attracting cnatomera. Indeed Soaaas- 
Robinaon, aa the village haa eom to be 
caUad, ia full of Iflakaepen. ior it has 
beoonee favorite reaort for Fnto ate- 
denta and for Pariaiana generally who 
live on tbe south side of the Seine river. 

It appears that toward the end of the 
eighteenth century, probably about the 
period of the French Revolution, an Kng- 
liabman, whoae name was Robinson, set- 
tled at Soeans, and in some extraordinary 
manner the refMMrt got about that Robin- 
son bad traveled much and bad met with 
many remarkable e d v ea t i ee. It nee ni> 
mored that Robinaon had even takeo part 
In the war of independence on tbaiidaof 
tbe colonists, and that be would be 
hanged if he weut bnck to I'li^lHud. 
This was enough to make him an object 
of sympathy to the people in tbe neigh- 
borhood, and ao many folks came to 
listen to bia aloflia of adventare that 
Robinaen aoon engaged in bnriaaao aeaa 
inkeaper. Be aairied and had amDerooe 
progeay. Jndglagfiom the appearance 
of aooMof hiadaaoeadanta and the flow 
of ready wit which they poaaesa, it ia not 
unrea'aonable to suppose that the original 
Robinson must have been an Irishman, 
with the gift of oratory peculiar to bis 
race.
